predicted by the Herald—-ended in a row. While open hos- 
tility was not shown, there is an undercurrent that is terrific. 
As the conference ended, England stands alone.. There was 
no other way for it to end as long as the British stood'firm on 
its reparations policy. France, with the remembrance of ven- 
geance heaped upon her a generation ago; Italy and Belgium 
with interests similar to France. They must stand together on 
the question of payment for damages done. 


England was very slightly damaged by -the war. Only a 


few bombs affected her cities. For this little damage, she has 
reaped the lion's share of the reward. She added mightily to 
her territory; her mandy.es are the best there was and brought 
her fabulous wealth. At every turn, England' swelled her 
treasury and increased'her domain. In this selection, she took 
the best, there, was and left a jackal's fare for the rest of the 
world. No wonder'she is not interested in reparations pay- 
ments. 


On the other hand, France, Belgium and Italy suffered 


mightily. They bled in manhood and treasury; their property 
was wiped out. It is a personal matter with them, this pay for 
what was wrecked—a payment that will only partially reim- 
burse them for their losses.
